Someone asked a few days back about the Micamold transmitter. 


I never did see an answer, but the model number seemed vaguely familiar, 
although I know I had never had my hands on one. 


Then it hit me here at the office as I looked at June on the "CQ" calendar! 
That is the old time rig they are featuring this month. 


It is a beautiful picture of a rectangular gray painted chassis. And yes, 
from this picture I can tell you a lot about the rig!! 


The front of the chassis edge has the following left to right: 

A 150 ma DC round panel meter inset into the chassis; ie. a thin flange meter, 
with Mica Mold arrow logo on the face. It is one of those meters where black 
panel covers the pivot end of the needle, giving a half circle scale. 

Directly below it are a chrome toggle switch for filaments, then a 1/4 inch 
key jack, then another toggle switch for plate voltage on. 


On the center line of the rest of the front side of the chassis is a pointer 
knob, black; with a three position band switch for 80, 40, and 20M. Next to 
that is a 'Plate' tuning capacitor pointer knob, with a silk screened scale of 
180 degrees numbered 1 to 10, with another hash mark in between each number 
hash mark, for logging your settings. 


To the right of the plate cap is a tuning cap for ‘Antenna’. It has the same 
kind of 180 degree silk screened 1 to 10 scale markings. Of course these caps 


are not labeled as caps, but from the layout and the tubes used I recognize 
this circuit as similar to a wooden chassis Novice rig that was in the ARRL 
Handbook prior to 1957, maybe about 1956 or earlier. 


Now, on top of the chassis of this classic tube transmitter layout, across the 
front from left to right is an octal socket used for a FT 243 crystal holder, 
and next to that is a metal octal tube, which I can barely make out what must 
be "6AG7". That convinces me this was likely a Pierce oscillator, or Colpitts 
which came into favor later. Between the two caps I described, is another 
metal tube, the octal 6L6. 


Behind the crystal and oscillator tube is the power transformer, mounted with 
its laminations horizontal so that the leads come out under the chassis. To 
the right of it is a glass rectifier tube, typically this would have been type 
80, or similar, as is is the tapered glass design of those. Next to the 
rectifier is a vertical Can electrolytic cap made by Aerovox, and it is two 
sections, 16 MF each, at 450 DCWV, ( DC working volts for those of solid state 
persuasion). Finally, to the right of the 6L6, but on the back edge of the 
chassis is visible a ceramic cone type feed thru of undoubtedly the hot side 
of the antenna connection. 


And that is all I can see. But from experience with the older Novice designs, 
I would say this was the classic master oscillator, power amplifier design. 
There must be a tapped coil for perhaps both the oscillator and the final 
operated by the front panel switch, or they may double to 20M from the final. 
I would bet that since the second capacitor on front says "Antenna" what we 
have here is a tuned link coupling to the cone insulator, with the other side 
of the link grounded, unless a second cone insulator hides behind the 6L6. I 
think floating link coupling was popular back then. This rig is more massive 
than QRP rigs today, but it is a very clean layout, and would make a great 
nostalgia project. Most of the hamfests around Texas would yield these parts, 
and certainly this looks just like the Bud chassis you can buy at industrial 
electronics distributors today, except you have to paint the gray color 
scheme. The gray is the darker gray much like Hammerlund used on their 
receivers. 


Roughly estimating the chassis size, I would say 14 inches wide, and maybe 5 
inches high, and deep enough to have a well spaced octal tube in front of one 
of those combination power transformers that had the filament, rectifier, and 
center tapped high voltage secondaries all on one transformer. The 
transformer must be good for 200 ma, if they were conservative. It is hard to 
say, but probably this design had the power of the Heath AT-1, which I think 
also had a 6AG7 oscillator. I don't remember how many final tubes the AT-1 
has, but it might be a single 6L6. Another similar rig on a smaller chassis 
was the Walter Ashe, (St. Louis) kit novice rig. But its power supply was on 
a separate chassis. I would gues them to be near identical in circuitry. I 
have a Walter Ashe power supply, and will have to get it out and see what 
power it provided. 


This Micamold one sold for $34 in 1948, and belongs to John Brewer, WASOAU/4. 


I hope I haven't bored those who also had the CQ Calendar

I'm considering loaning some low power equipment for field day. My 
concern is the possibility of damage due to over voltage conditions on 
the battery/generator power system, if a battery gets unplugged while the 
rigs are still on the charging line. 

Does anybody have any ideas for a quick and dirty device to insert in the 
12 volt feedline to cut off a rig if the power supply regulation fails. 

I was thinking about a large zener diode across the line,in series with a 
sensitive double pole relay coil, so that about 15 volts would pull in 
the relay, and disconnect the rig. The second set of contacts could be 
used to latch the circuit. 

I'm only talking three or four amp contacts here, due to the low power 
operation. 

Any ideas?

just checked the xmit current consumption of my friends Sierra with the NTE342/ 
transformer mod on 40M. 


With a supply voltage of 12.4v her rig produces 5w pulling 750ma of current. 


My own Sierra with a MRF237 and a turn removed from L5 produces 2.5w pulling 
410ma at the same voltage. 


Although I have never reached my battery's limits operating portable, the 
current draw of the high power mod has me hesitating to install it in my own 


rig. 


On the other hand, being able to produce a full 5w on battery power has its own 
appeal :-)

the HF and 6m capabilities of the DX-70 that lives in the Blazer. 


The other interest is having a very small 2m multimode to take to 
Europe on 

business trips to use the 2m repeaters and also to take a listen to 
at the 

considerable 2m SSB and even CW activities which Mel, GM6JAG and 
others 

have told me about. 


I can probably squeeze an FT-290 type rig (minus the 25w amp) into 
the bags 

along with the 20m SST and run the whole batch off a stack of C-cells 
ora 

camcorder battery. Not the case with a 10m rig and an xverter. 


So, for now I'll keep looking for the Ft-290 and keep the xverter in 
mind 

as plan B. BTW, does anybody know the power consumption for the 
Tentec 2m 

xverter? If Dave, NN1G decided to sell a White Mountain rig for 10m, 
that

Hi JIm, Scott here in FT. Lauderdale, FL 

For a large part of my carreer, I built High Tech "go-fast" custom 
Sportfishing Yachts. I have also "rebuilt" a number of small boats 
to custom specs. (Taken junkers and made them "way cool" <Har!> ) 


Let me first say that using 1/4 wave counterpoises below decks is 
extremely dangerous. High voltages and gasoline mix very well. 


BOOM! 


Now, you don't say what make and model of 18ft. fiberglass boat. 
Most small fiberglass boats don't have bonded hardware. 

Running serious electronics requires that (nearly) all 

hardware be bonded. i.e. From the towing ring on the bow, on 

the inside of the hull, run a copper strap at least one inch 

wide all the way to the rudder bolts. Connect similar straps 

to the shaft log, strut, engine mounts (run braided ground 

straps from the engine mounts to the engine), raw water intakes, 
exhaust pipes, etc. and attach them to the main bonding strap 

with stainless steel machine screws (if copper or bronze is not 
available). This will be easier to retrofit due to the access 
provided in the engine compartment. Bonding the cleats, hawsers, 
winshield, steering wheel and other hardware in a similar manner 
will be a real pain, but worth it if you can accomplish that. 

It's very important that the fuel fill inlet is bonded to the fuel 
tank and in turn bonded to the rest of the system. Most moderately 
priced (and up) boats have at least bonded the fuel system. 

Also I would run a bonding strap from the rudder bolt where the 
main bonding strap is attached to the inside of the transom and 
install a "Dynaplate" (tm) (the larger the better, of course) 

on the outside below the waterline (when running at full speed). 
Attach the grounding for all electronics at one of the "Dynaplate" 
bolts and attach the other bonding strap to the other bolt (inside 
the transom, of course). (Also, a dab of "Noalox" or other conductive 
grease on the stainless screws and strap connections will increase the 
integrity and life of the installation.) 


Operating electronics on a boat increases the electrlytic action. 

Be sure to keep an eye on the zincs. I prefer to clip a "guppie" 

to one of the stern cleats when at dockside for additional protection. 
That is, of course, if the cleat is bonded to the rest of the boat. 
Alot of HF operating will be when at rest (I assume). 


It sure is alot easier to do the bonding while the boat is being 
built, but worth the effort to retrofit if you want a 'serious' 
platform for radio electronics. If you) are not THAT serious, just 
install a "Dynaplate" and attach the radio ground there.

Tanton NAXY 


When Marshall Emm at Milestone Technologies was in the early stages of 
deciding to carry the LTA (LLaves Telegraficas Artesans) keys, I told him 
I would take one of the bugs, and the sideswiper, but I wanted the 
gold-plated types, not the brass. They're in, and mine arrived this 
morning. In a word: WOW! They are indeed beautiful. 


I bought the LT-GMSO at $118.95 (the "bug") and the LT-GMMO (the 
"sideswiper"). The "O" is the gold-plated piece of the part number, with 
the 'regular' brass units simply lacking it in their part numbers. 


The bug is really something. It uses the springiness of a tubular shaft 
to provide the primary "bounce". When I first thought I had it adjusted, 
I was only getting 5 or 6 bounces/vibrations from the shaft. Wrong. I 


decided to adjust some more, and found a better set of adjustments, and 
now the contacts vibrate for a long time-as your usual Vibroplex will. I 
think it is important to adjust until this is true... else it is not 
"right". Note that the spring on the right hand side is adjusted by 
pulling out on the screw it is attached to, setting the knurled "nut" in 
or out for more tension or less, and then letting go. This bug is VERY 
settable-you should be able to find a combination of settings you like, 
and can take a really heavy-hand when sending. It feels solid, and like 
the rest of the LTA line, is practically a work of art in inself. 
Beautiful wood bases with wood finger pieces, and gold or lacquered-brass 
metal work. 


The "sideswiper" is similarly well-made. It is going to take some doing 
to learn a good technique-but that would be expected for the sideswiper 


motion. Resist the initial impulse to adjust the springs to "hard"... I 
bang my keys and paddles while sending, and usually adjust for close 
contact spacing and higher tension springs... utterly not needed here. 


Basic setup is to set your contact spacing, and adjust the springs for 
mechanical centering of the sideswiper arm. I repeat, a stiffer setting 
of the springs does not produce a better action by the arm. Mine was 
correct as received it turned out. 


I have only one general criticism of LTA designs in general: he uses a 
dab of tacky plastic in each corner of his bases for feet... it does 
work, but I prefer a little more height, and a better holdfast than this 
is going to give over time. Easily corrected however. 


These keys, and the other LTAs Mng for sale are bargains. They look 
great, and represent unique designs. I bought the sideswiper as much to 
collect as anything-they are truly unique. The bug will see lots of 
usage! 


Usual Disclaimer: I purchased these keys for the same prices you'll pay, 
and-other than thinking Marshall is a very nice guy, and a good business 
to deal with-have no connection(s) whatsoever. 


But... speaking of service... when Marshall emailed the other day and 
said the keys were in, and based on my firm order he would be sending 
them the next day, I emailed back and asked if he could Next-Day them so 
that I could take them to our (this SAT) NO GA QRP Group meeting-he said 
no problem, and they were here before 10:30AM today. That's service!
